DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

The applicant argues that the rejections of record fail under Section 132 because they 
are uninformative and that they prevent Appellants from recognizing and seeking to 
counter the grounds for rejection. 

The applicant requests further clarification of the rejection under Section 1 1 2(P1 ). 
The applicant requests that further support be provided for the official notice taken 
under the rejections of section 103(a). 

The applicant also argues that they have been denied adequate notice of rejection, and 
references necessary for determining the propriety of continuing prosecution 
the present application. 

While there is disagreement with these statements, the examiner, in deference to the 
"customer", has opted to reopen prosecution. 

Upon further consideration of the claims, the nature the applicant's requests and the 
applicant's remarks directed the grouping of the claims (Appeal Brief, pg. 13), the 
following election of species is required. The application contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention:

GROUP 7: Claims 89 and 112 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 73 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
